It takes a woman tod> things. Weare mane 
prvare of this fact i+ these modern days when the 
gentlersex fill nearly every trade ard professsinn, 
even sometimes joining the army and thereby 
ralsing a question asto their right to be called 
‘Ht gentle.! Thts advancement hea not yet reached 
China, but itis on the way. Meantime.it !s the 
custom to depreclate Ihe talents and acquire- 
ments af the small-fonted people. ‘The fict that 
rthey are illiterate fs charged against them. They 
are often accused of being gullty of infanticide, 
cand as preferring todle by suicide rather than 


{n some natucal-way. We are ‘assored that 


they are sll jealous by nature, the msjorlty lnzv, 
and nearly everyone a gossip, while to hear their 
busbands:talk, the only manner in which peace 
can be preserved In the household Is by infllcting 
bodlly chastisement of sufficlent severity to pro- 
duce a wholesome awe of thelr lords and masters, 
Others tell us thatthe average Chinese woman 
is-m poor forlorn creature, completely at the 
mercy of some terrible mother-in-law, who when 
achild is a servant Inher father's family anid when 
-marred becomes a slave to her husband, and 
on the marriage of her eldest son {ts transformed 
into a tyrant of a fickle temper and cruel. disposi- 
tlon;-while still others concelve that the husband 
is the bane of a woman's life, and that she {sin 
auch a state of recognised Inferlority as to have 
no rights which the “Jords of creation" are 
bound to ¢ result of such a condition 
belng thi poor {to spirit asa nigger
